Chili and Peru, and ali other Powers in America, 
ought to accept and be guided™by them. All 
this, of course, although clearly my opinion and 
velief, is subject to the revision and final deter- 
minatien of the State Department, and what- 
ever may be the decision, K wit) obeyed and 
faithfully carried at by me so long as Lhave 
the honor fo represent the United States in my 
present capagity. It, however, becomes my 
duty to 
REPORT TO THE DEPARTMENT THE RESULTS 
which, in my judgment, may be expected from 
their decision. Upon reaching the isthmus on 
my way down, Lencountered in all the news- 
papers of the South American Republics an ex- 
pectation and desire that the United States, as 
the natural head of the republican forms on 
this continent, should in some way or other put 

an end to this war between Chill and Peru. 1 
—— on arriving here the same sentiment and 
belief, among the Cyilians in the form of appre- 
hension, among the Peruviaus in that of hope. 
I sound the English and French Legations ap- 
prebending the same thing, but diligently at 
work to put all obstacies in the way of its ful- 
fiillment. I have been careful never to speak or 
write of any action whatever on the part of the 
United States, but have never hesitated on 
proper occasions to state what I believed, and 
now believe, to be our opinions on the questions 
involved, and have never gote beyond what is 
set forth in the “ Lynch Memorandum.“ 

Inasmuch as the United States had recognized 


| Garcia Calderon as the President of Peru, | bave 


done all I could properly do to unite Peru under 
his authority, 

AND HAVE SUCCERDED IN 80. DOING, 
despite the influences exercised against such a 
result by the other legations, notably those of 
Engiand and rrance. Today no other Govern- 
ment has any respectable foothold in Peru, and 
Pierola must either run away or fall a victim to 
mutiny im his forces. This dominant influence 
of the United States in Peru is now a fact, and 
has been acquired as I have stated. It is in my 
judgment eminently worth while for the United 
States to keep this position, not only here, but 
in all America, and their retention of this posi- 
tion depeads upon their own action. If the 
Government of the United States choose to say 
the word, this Wretched state of things will 
cease. 

If they choose to say that the time for peace 
has arrived, peace will be made. If they choose 
to say that the two countries should submit the 
question of indemuity to arbitration in case 
they cannot agree, such submission will be had. 
ana the matter end honorably to both countries. 
Uniess the United States do take stich positions, 
the indefinit military oceu pation of Peru, or so 
much as the Obilian forces can cover, will be the 
result; anarchy, violence, and plundering by 
petty War parties wül dominate over the coun- 
try, and the ruin of ail the foreign investments 
of the country will follow. If the United States, 
after denying to these peovie any application 
for aid from acy European State, shall them- 
selves refuse any heipin their desperate situa- 
tion, it would seem to be almost a breach of 
National faith. I, myself, am a protound be- 
lie ver in the right and duty of the United States

BRASS COLLARS. 


The “ 306,” Having Triumphed by the 
Grace ot Guiteau, Will Now Present 
Themscives with Brass 
Haug Around Their Necks. 
Sr. Louts, Jan. 28.—About two months after 

the Chicago Convention the idea of having a 

medal struck to commemorate the steady W- 

ing of the Grant phalanx originated with Des 

Cameron. A consultation was held between 

Roscoe Conkling, Chauncey I. Filley, and others, 

and finally an order was given to J. M. Kershaw, 

of this city, to strike 330 bronze medals. The 
matter was to be kept a profound secret, and 

Kershaw was enjoined to silence. He has been 

working on the medals for several months, and 

they are now completed, and within a few days 

Will be sent to Chauncey Pilley at Washing- 

tou, who will superintend the distribution. 

The medais are of bronze, perfectly 

round, 24% inebes in diameter, 3-16 of an inch 

thick, and weigh nearly ove pound. On the cen- 
tre of the face is the profile head of Gen. Grant; 
underneath and extouding partially around the 
head is a wreath of laurel and oak leaves: 
around this is a slightly raised circte, outside of 
which is a record of the Grant ballots arranged 
in a complete circic, the number of each ballot 
and vote cast being sct down in a separate 

232 The record begins at the exact centre of 

t bottom, when the medal is bDeid in proper 

position, and comprises the thirty-six ballots 

which wavered from 32 to 513 between the first 
and thirty -sixtb ballots. The figures can all be 
read without turniog the medal around. Out- 
side the record and along the rim a wreath of 
fleur-de-lis is handsomely worked, completing 
the face. inscribed in the centre of the re- 
verse side are these words: Commemora- 
tive of the thirty-six ballots of the 
old guard tor Ulysses 8. Grant for President.“

An honest 
pensioner can have no motive for concealing 
the fact that he is receiving aid from the Gov- 
ernment. ‘The people have the right to 
know who are the recipients of their bounty. 
There is a very general feeling that a good 
many names are now borne on the pension- 
lists that ought not to be there. The people 
would like to know how many 100-day men 
are now drawing pensions; how many who 
never saw an 
are being rewarded for their untold 
sacrifices; how many bounty-jumpers, 
camp-followers, and disreputable charac- 
ters generally have established a lien 
on the National Treasury. It will og x 
less appear on examination that the 

leged diseases of many pensioners were 
contracted before they went into the army. 
and that many others are suffering only from 
subsequent dissipation. Wile no patriot- 
ic citizen will grudge a pension honestly 
earned by a faithful soldier, it is wrong both 
to the real veterans and to the whole body of 
taxpayers that one sneak or rascal should 
have an honorable place on the pension-rolis. 
Each ngi«hborhood is acquainted with the 
merits, or at least with fhe names, of its 
most useful soldiers, and the publication pro- 
vided for in Mr. Farwell’s bill would bea 
‘measure of protection against fraud. It 
might insure so. complete an exposure 
of abuses of the system that the whole 
practice of granting pensions on ez-parte ev- 
idence would be done away with; and this is 
the only reform that will be effectual and 


sufficient. 
THE ILLINOIS DEFENSE OF GUITEAU 
BROKE DOWN. 

The Lilinois defense of Guitean broke down 
utterly. The Gpnditions of success were not 
complete. The defendant was an Lllinois 
criminal lawyer, and two other representa- 
tives of that branch of the legal profession in 
IIlinois were associated with him. The IIII- 
nois criminal law relating to insanity was 
quoted and urged on his behalf. But this 
was as far as the Illinois defense could go. 
There were no Illinois Judges and no jury 
selected under Illinois law and practice. The 
defendant was presumed to know the law as 
it exists not only in lilinois, but in other less 
primitive communities, and he suffered for 
his want of knowledge. 

Judge Cox treated the Illinois doctrine re- 
lating to insanity with marked contempt. It 
is only necessary to quote the decisions of the 
I}linois Supreme Court on this subject and 
contrast them with the Judge’scharge to see 
how wide the divergence between them was. 
In the case of Hopps vs. The People, cited by 
Mr. Reed in the Guiteat trial, Judge Breese 
laid down the Illinois doctrine thus: 


The burden of proof is on the prosecntion to 
prove guilt beyond a bie doubt. whatever 
the defense may be, n acrimiual case. If in- 
sanity is relied on and evidence given tend! 
estabiish that upfortunate condition of mind,

We think not. The prosecution is 

bound, on every principle of correct pleading 

and of justice, to maintain their allegations; and 

it is not in their power to ebift the burden on the 

defendant.

In a later Illinois case the opinion of Judge 
Breese, so far as it related to the burden of 
proof, was modified. In Chase vs. The 
People. 40 IIlinois, 352, the court held that 
th prosecuting power is not required to 
prove the sanity of the prisoner; yet if evi- 
dence of insanity is introduced in his behalf, 
and there is reasonable doubt of his sanity, 
he is entitled to the benefit of the doubt.“ 

But Judge Cox took an entirely different 
view of the law as it prevails in Washington. 
In his charge to the jury he said:

jury. If the trial had taken place in Illinois 
the practice would have required the selection 
of a jury ignorant not only of the crime, but of 
most other affairs as well, The test of qual- 
ifications, other things being equal, would be 
ignorance. A person who did not read the 
newspapers, Who was not interested in eur- 
rent events, and had no knowledge of what 
was going on in the world, would be the 
most acceptable juror; and one or more such 
persons would have obtained a place on the 
panel, with the chances much in favor of 
his being accepted both by the prosecution 
‘and defense. 

But it will be until the later proceed- 
ings are beRun that Guiteau will fully realize 
the want of Illinois methods of procedure in 
his case. He will miss the supersedeas in 
Wasimmgton. He will md a new trial diffi- 
cult if not impossible to obtain. There will

It is i misfortune, bus 
scarcely his fault, that the courts in Wash- 
ington are not so powerless as they are in 
lilinois. 


TRAINING-SCHOOLS FOR 

We print in another columm an account of 
the recent commencement exercises of the 
New York Training-School for Nurses, 
Which conveys a good idea of the excellent 
work that institution is domg. Twenty-seven 
women were gradua after a two-years’ 
course of thorough instruction and actual 
service as nurses in the Bellevde Hospital. 
The records of the New York school show 
that there are now sixty-four pupils in the 
school, and the applications for nurses are 
far in excess of the resources of the institu- 
tion. The Bellevue school has been in opera- 
tion about six years, and all the testimony 
agrees that it is doing a noble and useful 
work. 

A similar training-schoo! for nurses has been 
established in Chicago, under the auspices 
of Mrs. Judge Lawrence, President; Mrs. 
Wirt Dexter, Mrs, N. K. Fairbank, Mrs. W. G. 
Hivbard, Mrs. J. M. Waller, and a number 
of other ladies@who are determined that they 
will accomplis& in two years as much as the 
Bellevue school has done in six years. The 
progress which has been made by the Chica- 
go school during the past few months war- 
rants the ambition and confidence of its pro- 
moters and managers. Over. $15,000 have 
been subscribed for the support of the schoo! 
and the prosecution of the work. A home has 
been established and furnished at 69 Flour- 
noy street; two wards in the Cook County 
Hospital—one male and one female—are 
under the charge of the school nurses, and 
the society further desires to assume the re- 
sponsibilities of the obstetrical ward, which 
would be emjnently proper. Ten nurses 
have cared for about 200 patients per month. 

The curriculum of the school embraces 
lectures on anatomy, physiolugy, the materia 
medica, surgery, ar@obstetrics, as well as 
practical instructions in nursing, preparation 
of delicate food, administering of medicines, 
dressing of wounds, burns, etc., the manage- 
ment of helpless patients, and all the many 
and exacting duties of the sick-room. The 
full course of schooling requires two years— 
applicants first being placed on a month’s 
probation, after which, if they are accepted, 
they are required to assume the garb of the 
school, observe its rules, and discharge the 
duties allotted to them; they are supported 
at the hom and receive $8 per month during 
the first year and $12 per month during the 
second yedr for such personal expenses as 
are not sustained by the society. The most 
acceptable candidates for admission are 
women between 21 and 35 years of age, and 
ali are required to furnish credentials of good 
character and sound health. 

There is no calling in life to which women 
who ate sulted by temperament can devote 
themselves with so much credit as that $f a 
nurse ina sick-room. Batitis not enough 
to be gentle, kind-hearted, brave, strong, and 
conscientious; the nurse must also be skill- 
ful in order to beefficient. Certain technical 
knowledge as to medicines and food, judg- 
ment and quick action in time of crises, the 
power to keep awake during the night hours 
of vigil, skill in the dressing of wounds and 
preparation of external applications, a 
knack in lifting and moving patients, a 
faculty for managing cOnvalescents, 4 proper 
appreciation of cleanliness and ventilation— 
all these and many other acquirements are 
indispensable te good nursing, and they can 
enly be obtained by application and experi- 
ence. The ladies who are conducting the 
Chicago School for Nurses are doing the best 
work to which it would be possible to turn 
their attention, and young women who must 
earn their own living and feel an aptitude for 
nursing the sick, which seems to bea woman- 
ly gift, cannot better prepare themselves for 
a life-work than by spending two years at 
no expense in the home and hospital under 
the instructions of the training-school, after 
which they will be able to earn a good m- 
come and at the same time ren@er humanity 


great service.

LONG-WINDED ORATORY. 

The Guiteau trial lasted nearly eight 
weeks, of which time at least five weeks 
were occupied by the arguments and debates 
of the various @ounsel in the case. Nearly 
every word of the evidence was discussed at 
the time it was delivered, and frequently at 
intervals during the trial, and again at the 
end. Including the speeches and deliver- 


ances of the prisoner the jury were talked fs 


at about three-fourths of the time from their 
being sworn until they weredischarged. After 
the jury had given their verdict they were 
asked many questions, among others as 
to the effect produced on their minds by the 
arguments of the several counsel, and the 
foreman answered this question, and his an- 
swer was confirmed by several other jurors, 


as follows: 

IT think Ju Porter’s im- 
ime jury the most. ge none of the 
lawyers’ speeches much influence with us. 
We made up our minds from the evidence and 
from the instructions. 


This was an unusually intelligent and con- 
scientiously attentive jury, who evidently 
lost no opportunity to be instructed, and yet 
after being talked at for nearly eight weeks 
frankly and unanimdusly declared that 
none of the lawyers’ speeches had much 
influence with us.“ What a comment upon 
legal eloqguence—what a magnificent tribute 
to the power and force of the bar! Think of 
the labored efforts of Corkhill and Davidge, 
and ot Reed and Scoville, and of the terri- 
bie” logic of the frre@istible Porter! The 
entire orations fell upon the ears of an at- 
tentive and conscientious jury “as sounding 
brass and tinkling cymbal.” Without any 
personal disparagement of these gentlemen 
who so laboriously argued this case to the 
jury, it is pertinent to ask if this 
result of their arguments is, in 
much out of the general rule? With an 
and a jury of honest 
men seeking to do justice, are not 
the average orations at bar too often a waste 
of time and a dreary trial of patience ? When 
the jury is composed of men of indifferent 
understanding, they may de sometimes im- 
pressed if not eonvinced by stentorian logie 
and interniinable sound; but as a rule does 
the lawyer who talks at the jury for days 
and becomes fearfully wearisome, apd con- 
sequently a nuisance, ever sway the judg- 
ment or have any influence by his mere 
speech on any body of intelligent men? Do 
not lawyers often injure the cause they are 
employed td advocate by talking at too great 
lefigth and-by indulging in endless repeti- 
tion of ideas, assertions, and words? When 
a lawyer undertakes to eouvince a jury that 
it is their duty to accept his vpinions simply 
on assertion he is apt to suggest to the 
jury he considers them to be fools, in 
which case he is likely to — Tipe om 
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—— 
is often the case, to advertise the counsel 


a great “orator,” and one — pny 


ing more noise out of a case than any 
competitpr, the advertisement is not gen- 
erally of a profitable character” to his 
client. It is a warning to men who have 
substantial interests at stake to seek 
coufsel and advice where they may be 
obtained by terseness and brevity. Juries 
are human—that is, if they are composed of 
men fit to be jurors—and such men will nat- 
urally, under such circumstances, let their 
minds be absorbed by the ever-pressing in- 
quiry, “When will that fellow stop?’ Elo- 
quenee, no matter how prolonged and vocif- 
erous it may be, must in time become tire- 
some, when it extends beyond human recep- 
tivity, and therefore unfavorable to the side 
on which it is employed. 

Without attempting to instruct the mem- 
bers of the bar as to their management of 
their professional business, we think the 
verdict of the jury in the Giteau case—that 
none of the long-winded speeches had much 
influence with them—is a verdict over which 
the “orators” of the bar may ponder and 
carefully study, and the philosophy of which 
may, when understood, work a most whole- 
some reform at the bar.

REVERENCE FOR ANTIQUITY. 

The density of the Ignorance which pre- 
vailed universally among the ancients afford- 
ed wide scope for the play of imagination. 
Reverence for the unknown developed mon- 
strous superstitions, ghosts became more 
common than living bodies of flesh and blood, 
and marvels usurped the place of sober 
truth. The important question, How tall 
was Adam?“ agitated the mystical writers 
of the Talmud, some of them asserting that 
“when he was created his head lay at one 
end of the worid, while his toes touched the 
other end, but that his figure was much short- 
ened after his transgression at the req 
of the angels, who were afraid ot — 
giant.” The Talmudists, however, finally re- 
duced his stature to “nine hundred cubits,” 
say 1,400 or 1,500 feet. It is asserted 
that, on being expelled from Paradise, 
“he walked straight through the ocean, 
which, 80 enormous was the length 
of his limbs even after they had been short- 
ened by sin, he found everywhere fordabie”’ 
—only a * puddle,” as it were. Some of the 
Rabbins give the exact number of cubits— 
exactly: 1}00—of which “God deprived him 
When he had eaten of the forbidden fruit.” 
These legends as to the superhuman size of 
Adam and Eve prevailed also among the 
Turks and Arabs, who knew nothing of the 
Jewish writers. In the neighborheod of 
Mecea “a hill is .shown which served as 
Eve’s pillow, and afar off in the plain, the 
spots where her legs rested, the distance 
from one of her knees to the other beingcom- 
puted at two musket shots. 

Extraordinary as it may appear, these 
stories were revived in the learned (?) circles 
of Franceip 1718. One Henrion “ presented to 
the Academy of Belles Lettres a chronolog- 
ical scale of the human stature, wherein he 
soberly maintained that Adam was exactly 
one hundred and twenty-three feet nine 
inches high, and Eve one hundred and 
eighteen feet nine inches and three-quarters: 
being precisely four feet eleven inches and a 
quarter shorter than her husband.“ Of 
course Henrion hada perposein establish- 
ing incontrovertibly the exact stature of 
Adam. And having established the fact 
he promuigated his theery—namely: that 
“the size of man rapidly diminished from 
his first fall down to his redemption; and 
but for the advent of our Savior the 
human form divine would, in the 
same process of diminution, have been 
reduce@ long ere our time to that 
of a miserable homunculus, notso high as 
my Uncle Toby's nee.“ ite illustrates his 
theory by’Sliowing ( that “Noah was 
twenty feet shorter than Adam, that Abra- 
ham was only twenty-seven or twenty-eight 
feet high, and that Moses was only thir- 
teen feet high.“ It isa little singular, since 
the learned author knew the exact stature of 
Adam and Eve to the fraction of an inch, that 
he should have been in doubt to the extent 
of a full foot about the hight of Abraham. 
But let us not be too particular. If there 
were not giants in those days.“ there is no 
truth in tradition! The Hindus, the Greeks, 
the Romans, and the Scandinavians all be- 
lieved that giants inhabited the earth in thé 
early time, and as a matter of course believed 
that Adam wasa thousand or fifteen hun- 
dred feet high, more or less. 

But the belief of the ancients touching the 
exceeding great stature of the men who 
flourished in the dawn of the ages is mod- 
erate, rational as compared with their belief 
on the subject of the longevity of the giants. 
The Scripture narratives casuaily mention 
the cases of Some very good and very great 
men who were graciously spared several 
hundred years to their doting friends and 
relatives. ‘These stories, however, pale into 
utter insignificance betore the magnificent 
figures of longevity found in the Sanscrit 
books. Buckle has abstfacted some of the 
most remarkable of these figures to illustrate 
the power of the imagination to distort truth. 
He says in regard to the ancient belief of the 
longevity of the human race: On this, as 
on every subject, the imagination of the Hin- 
dus distanced ail competition. Thus, among 
an immense number of similar facts, we find 
it recorded that in ancient times the duration 
of the life @ common men was 80,000 years, 
and that holy men liv to be upwards of 
100,000. Some died a little sooner, others a 
little later: but in the most flourishing period 
of antiquity, if we take all classes together, 
100,000 years was the average. Of one King, 
whose name was Yudhishthir, it is casually 
nientioned that he reigned 27,000 years; while 
another, called Alarka, reigned 66,000 years. 
Upon this Buckle remarks with rare pleas” 
antry: They were cut off in their prime, 
since there are several instances of the early 
poets living to be abotit half a million.” He 
proceeds: “ But the most remarkable case 
is that of a very shining character in Indian 
history, who united in his single person the 
functions of a King and a saint. This emi- 
nent man livedin a pure and virtuous age, 
and his days were indeed long in the land, 
since when he was made King he was 
2,000,000 years old; he then reigned 6, 300. 000 
years; having done which he resigned his 
empire, and lingered on for 100,000 years 
more.” It follows, of course, with a 
series, so to speak, of Kings reigning 
some millions of years apiece that there 
must be a body of very ancient laws. Hence 
“the best nativg authorities find that the 
Institutes of Menu were revealed to man 
about two thousand million years before the 
present era.“ 

These Institutes, in fact, are about 3,000 
years old, The difference between their 
true age and the age accorded them repre- 
sents the prevailing reverence of the Hindus 
for antiquity. We should not, however, two 
rashly condemn the wise men (?) of India as 
villains and the populace as dupes, since our 
own skirts are not quite clear of imposture 
and credulity. In 1524 one Stoeffler, a cele- 
brated astronomer and professor of miath- 
ematies at Tubingen, predicted the destrue- 
tion of the world within the year by 
a deluge. Buckle thus states the effects 
of the prediction: “This announcement, 
made by a mau of such eminence, and made, 
too, with the utmost confidence, caused a 
lively and universal alarm. News of the ap- 
proaching event was rapidly cifculated, and 
Europe was filled with consteqnation: To. 
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preliminary — the Emperor Charles V. 
should appoint inspectors to survey the 
country, and mark those places which, being 
least exposed to the coming flood, would be 
most likely to afford a shelter. That this 
should be done was the wish of the imperial 
» General, who was then stationed at Florence, 
and by whose desire a work was written rec- 
ommending it. But the minds of men were 
too distracted for so deliberate a plan; and, 
besides, as the hight of the flood was 
uncertain, it was impossible to say whether 
it would not reach the top of the most ele- 
vated mountains. In the midst of these and 
similar schemes, the fatal day drew near, and 
nothing had yet been contrived on a scale 
large enough to meettheevil.” ... “An 
ecclesiastic by the name of Awriol, who was 
then Professor of Canon Law of the Uni- 
versity of Toulouse, . . imitated the 
course which, on a similar emergency, Noah 
had adopted with eminent success. 
“The inhabitants of Toulouse lent their aid, 
and an ark was built.” 

This was in the sixteenth century—not 
much more creditable to the intelligence of 
the people than was the belief of the Hindus 
in the jongevity of their ancient Kings! In 
the early part ot the seventeenth century the 
Parliament of England passed a bill to the fol- 
lowing effect: It any person shall use, prac- 
tice, or exercise any conjuration of any wicked 
or evil spirit, the penalty of the first offense 
shall be imprisonment for a year and stand- 
ing in the, pillory once a quarter—the second 
offense to be death.” On the second reading 
of this infamous bill in the House of Lords 
“it passed into a committee in which were 
twelve Bishops.“ and, of course, came out 
with their approval! Under this law Mat- 
thew Hopkins, the “ witch-finder General,“ 
flourished exceedingly and many witches 
were burned at the stake. 

In the eighteenth century the people of 
England objected to thé introduction of stage- 
coaches on the ground that they would in- 
jure the business of innkeepers and make 
N & too cheap; razed sawmills to the 

round because It was believéd that they 
would deprive handsawyers of occupation 
and a livelihood: required that a clause 
should be inserted in the bill granting the 
right to dig and operate a canal prohibiting 
the use of any except human power for the 
propulsion of the boats; and much more of 
the same sort. Thus teverence for antiquity 
has fostered superstition and hindered, to the 
extent of its poor ability, every step of prog- 
ress. ä

THE NEW EGYPTIAN REVELATIONS. 

In the last Sunday’s issue of Tux Trarsune 
an abstract was printed of the revelations 
made by the hieroglyph readings of M. 
Revellont, the distinguised Franeo-Egyptian 
scholar, bearing upoa various aspects of the 
social life and customs of the ancient Egyp- 
Haus which have hitherto been unknown, 
and which supply a missing and very impor- 
tant chapter in the history of that people. 

The larger share of this information was 
derived from legal documents, such as bonds, 
contracts, settlements, deeds, etc., and per- 

tained to the living. The London Times, to 
which we are indebted for the information 
contained in the first article, has printed a 
second series of documents which pertain to 
the Egyptian after he was dead, and these 
are in no way inferior in interest to the first. 

These documents are selected from the 
archives of the Choachyte priests, and to 
fully comprehend their purport it is neces- 
sary to glance at the functions of these 
priests. The preparation of his sepulchre 
and the preservation of his mummied corpse 
were of first importance to every Egyptian, 
because his religious faith led him to believe 
that after a certain period of trial he must 
return to this world again, and that he could 
only attain eternal rest with Osiris after 

many periods of probation in this worid and 
the other. Consequently it was a sacred duty 
that his tomb and his body should be care- 
fully preserved from destruction, and that 
special services be performed on anniver- 
garies, upon which occasions great store was 
set upon the burning of incense, libations of 
wine, and spreads of funeral baked meats. 
In the days of the Pharaohs these services 
N performed by the eldest son, but later 
* duty was felegated to the Choachyte 
priests, and to a class of tradesmen called 
Parachists. Their duties were distinct, 
though both made their living out 
of the dead. The Parachists did the 
work of embalming the dody— process, 
by the way, which occupied seventy days 
and cost a talent of silver, of about $1,259. 
The Choachytes had no care ot it, except with 
reference to its again becoming the recepta- 
cle of the soul. The modern Prohibitionist 
will stand aghast at the bibulous habits of 
these priests, as shown by theirrules. The 
last rule prescribed that they should be al- 
lowed a certain quantity of wine te drink— 
enough to last them for two days—whenever 
a corpse came into their hands. That the 
crafty Choachytes had sometimes transeend- 
ed the limit is shown by other rules which 
forbid them from using up their allowance 
without sharing it with the singers, and from 
taking away wine which was to be used for 
purposes of libation. After a time these 
duties were let out to deputies, and as the 
old ideas of Immortality began to grow more 
and more lax, private tradesmen in funereal 
goods performed them. In fact, as time 
went on the Egyptian took a very business- 
like view of mortuary matters, as witness 
the following invoice which was sent by one 
brother to another concerning the mummy 
of their mother, which was sent by water, 
very much asif it had beena consignment 
of dried beef:

Freight traffic in mummies on the Nile was 
an extensive and jucrative business, and the 
Choachytes had exclusive charge of it, and, 
not only this, they owned lands in the ne- 
cropolis and bum, teased, and sold tombs. 
The larger number of the demotic documents 
pertain to the traflic between the Choachytes 
in tombs and their occupants, which were 
disposed of with as little ceremony as a real- 
estate agent nowadays employs in transfer- 
ring a house and its furiiture to a purchaser. 
The papers executed by Horus, who shared 
his inheritance with his four sons, are very 
curious.

It was the very essence 
of woman’s rights, for in childhood he was 
owned by his mother, and in manhood he 
was owned by his wife, and after déath how 
much better off was he? Even then hp was 
property, for he belonged to his Choachyte, 
who might mortgage him, bequeath him, 
sell him, lease him, or give him away.

The gentleness and humility of the 
male property. however, appears in every 
document he signs, for in all of them he de- 
clares * my heart is satisfied,”’ which goes to 
show that it took dreadful little to satisfy an 
ancient Egyptian.

A BRIEF HISTORY AND DESCRIPTION 


of the cable road may not be out of piace at the 
present time, About a year ago Superintend- 
ent Holmes conceived the idea of construct 

in Chieago a system of cable street railways, an 
with this plan in his mind he went out to 
Sen Franeiseo to look into the workings of the 
road there. After carefully ecxamint the 
system be returned to Chicago, consulted with 
a number of practical engineers and mechanics, 
and one day he dropped inte Mayor Harrison's 
office and submitted to him plans for the pro- 
posed new road. The Mayor looked over the 
plans carefully, and expressed it as his opinion 
that if carried out the enterprise would be an 
unqualified success. With this assurance an 
ordinance to build the road was introduced into 
the Council about ten months ago, and was 
passed withowt the opposition which was ex- 
pected it would meet. 

The real work on the road was begun about 
the street was virtually 

1. There were nine 
Miles of track Jaid during these tour 
months. The amount of material used 
in the construction of tue road was as follows: 
8,000,000 pounds of jron; 500 tons of steel rails; 
300,000 feet of lumber for stringers; 50,000 wagon- 
loads of crushed stone, gravel, and sand for the 
eoncrete; several thousand barrels of cement; 
31,045 square yards of paving-stone; 500,000 boits; 
25.000 brick; and 0 cords of rubble-stone in 
the excaivanons. About 1.00 men and 250 teams 
were employed in the work. Everything except 
the yokes and the froh which forms the slots 
was prepared in the company s Shops in this city. 
The whole work was carried on under the imme- 
diate supervision of Superintendent Holmes, to 
whose epergy and industry the succeeds of the 
enterprise is due in a great meagure. 

From time to time Tuk Taistne das printed 
descriptions of che workings of the new road, 
but a brief sketeh pf the way it is operated may 
be of interest at this time, The engine-house, 
where the powerwhich runsthé road is Fen- 
erated, is situated at the northwest corner of 
State and Twenty-first street, and was con- 
structed expressty for this purpose. in it are 
four Ho- borse-power engines and four boile 
and the cable now in working order is operened 
by one of these engines and one boiler. The 
cable is com d of the best quality of Swede's 
iron, with IH strands of wire in the rope—six 
large strands of nineteen wires enen. Attached 
to each engine are two large winders, around 
which this cable passes, and two large cog- 
wheels. The winders make cighteen revoiu- 
tions per minute, the cogs thirty-six, and the 
piston seventy-two. The cable 
from one of tbe to 
a large set gwheel street, 
and around that to the small pulley wheels in 
the cable chamber on which it rests. It runs 
dowa the east track to the wheei under the track 
at Madison street, = back to the engine- house 
over the second rudder, and out again the same 
way. Just back of the engines in the house are 
two macbines operated on ndProw-gage tracks, 
and these by means of weights keep the cabie 
tant, so that there is nosiack. Electric lights 
are to be put on the engine- house; and arrange- 
ment bas been made whereby any imperfection 
in the cable will be brought to the notice of the 
engineer by the ringing of a bell. In case one 
of the strands breaks out the bell will be rung, 
the engines stopped instantly, and the brea 
mended before the cable leaves the house for 
the etreet again. The water for the boilers is 
drawn from cisterns utder the house, and is 
heated before passing into the boilers, thus sav- 
ing an immense quantity of fuel. 

e forty-two grip-cars to be used ha¥e been 
built in the company's shops. and are very neut 
affairs. About the size of the old ob- tail cars, 
they are open all around. In the centre wa 
cUmpartment for the engineer, and in the cen- 
tre of this the grip is set. On either end of the 
cars are small beadlient4, for use at night, which 
throw a light on the track about thirty feet ahead 
of the car. Just above the engineer's compart- 
ment is a gong-bell for his use, and ip the cen- 
tre of the car is a large shade-lamp. The regu- 
lar passenger-cars of the Company are to be at- 
tached to the grip-cars in such numbers as travel 
requires. 

begrip is connected with the cable bya 
shank, whieh runs down through the slot 
tween the tracks. By means of a long lever the 
engineer thfows the grip on, the cable is clasped 
with a vise-like grip, and the car is 2 along. 
Starte and stops can be made much easier and 
quicker than with borses by means of a brake, 
which is worked in the same way as the grip. 
The cars will be run slowly at first, until the 
—_ got used to them, in order to prevent ac- 
cidenta.

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CONTAGIOUS. DISEASES. 
SMALL-POX AND SCARLET-FEVER INCREAS- 
ING AT AN ALARMING RATE. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
New York, Jan. 28.—The report of the De- 
partment of Health for this week will show au 
increase in the number of cases of small-pox 
in this city of 33 per cent. The number of cases 
of small-pox last week was thirty- 
eight. and this week there are fifty cases—the 
largest number reported in one week since last 
summer.

Robinson, of Kansas, in Reply to Gov. 
St. John’s Wild Statements—Increase 
of Drunkenness Under Coercive Teeto- 
talism in Kansas. 

To the Editors of the Boston Advertiser (Jan. 25): 

I find in a Kansas paper a long letter from Gov. 

St. John to the New York Witness which calls 

for a reply, and, as it is based upon a statement 

first appearing in your paper, I ask the insertion 
of a brief statement. Iwill not attempt to fol- 
low the Governor in his statistics, but will con- 
fine myself to Lawrence, presuming that his 
statements about other places are equally er- 
roneous. The Governor says:

firat forty-two arrests for drunkenness, while in 
the second there were eighty- nine, or an increase 
of more than Ii per cent.

AN AMERICAN CANNIBAL. 


The Body of a Man Named Vandercook 
Found in a Hermit“ Shamy—The Re- 
mains Prepared for — Beck- 
with, the Slayer, a Cannibal. 

Diapatch to St. Louis Hobe- Democrat. 

Great Barnineton, Mass., Jan. 27,—Bome five 
weeks ago the teiegraph anaounced briefly the 
finding of the remains Of au old man named 
Vandercook neur the Town Of Alford, in Berk- 
shire County, under such Circumstances as to 
arouse suspicion that the mountaineer had met 
his death by violence. On acOount of the isola- 
tion of the region from auy very populous local - 
ity, some of the later particulars and theories 
of what turns out to have been one of the most 
revolting tragedies in the history of civilization 
have just come to light. Ineidents associated 
with the revelations which have foilowed an in- 
vestigation seem to be almost too savagely 
brutal to be credited. 

On a lonely Country road but little traveled, 
just across the Massachusetts line and in a New 
York town, kuown a6 AUSterlitz, stands the 
home of Harrison 8. Calk ins. The whole locality 
is strangeiy wild and desolate. The only other 
evidences of iving humanity are those afforded 
by rude shauties occupied by @ few wood- 
cutters. One of these had been eecupied some 
time by an old man named Gear pF. Beckwith. 
It vas a small, rourh affair, with a door so low 
that men of ordinary hight Bad to stoop on en- 


tering, there were but two cramped- 
rooms. Here old man Beckwith lived a —

Upon inquiring the cause of this smell, Beck- 
with told him he had just been bugiing 
some ham-rinds. Calkins then returned home, 
but, after thinking the matter over, he, with 
others, returned to the place. | This time 
be found the building fastened, . 
supposing that Beckwith had gone to 
sleep. m no Hort to enter. Next 
moruing a party of men, headed by a Constabie, 
bruke into the house, and Upon proceeding to 
make an investigation of the premises their at- 
teation was directed to the stove, one of the or- 
dinary box pattern. On Opening this was re- 
vealed the bead, feet, and one hand of a human 
body, charred and biackened by tire. Sickened 
by the sight, but resolutely Denton probing the 
matter to the bottom, the party pursued its in- 
vestigations. lu an adjoining room iying atong- 
side a miserable cot they found the rest ot a 
human body. The trunk Was split through the 
backbone, with several ribs split off, and the en- 
trails taken out aud ung ina basket near by. 
The naked body, weitere ina pool of blood. 
was a most borrible sight, and the lookers on 
shrank K appall Great slices of flesh 
had been eut from the arms .and legs, and 
evidences of a ghastly end flendish purpose 
was complete.

The chest was cut midway 
through the siernum, while the entire backbone 
bad been taken out and burned, together with 
the liver, left hand, and both 8 The left hip 
was miseing, and the rost of the bodywvas cut 
into lengths of about one foot. The boweis and 
eatraiis had been taken out and in a half- 
bushel basket. The skull was 0 that it 
crumbled to pieces at the touch. 

A wound from some sharp instrument was 
found un the body near the shoulder. The re 
mains were deposited at Green Riverin a hog: 
pen, and ail who wished were 11 at li 
erty to pax over the mutila fragments to 
their heart's content. 

The latest developments in the case are most 
horribie of all. The theory is—and it is suid to 
be a well-founded one—that Beckwith is a can- 
nibal. It ie thought that be intended ta eat por- 
tions of Vandercook’s body, it being rumored 
that the liver of the vietim was found in Beck- 
with's frying-pan, cooked. and a portion of it 
gone. It is also el: simed that the murderer had 
washed his victim's remains and otherwise pre- 
pared them for salting down in a bat rei to serve 
as a supply of food during the winter.

Mattocks presented figures going to show that 
while the business of the Sheriff's office and 
courts had been fall off, the expenses had 
been constantly on the increase, and that while 
an additional Criminai Court had been created, 
the bilis for dieting prisoners were not reduced. 
He argued that there was something wrong in the 
whole matter, and the responsibility was with 
the Judges for the increase of the nurs ber of the 
Sheriff's employés—they having passed upon the 
question—and the fact that the dieting bills had 
inereased rather than decreased was against the 
advisability of adding a branch to the Criminal 
Court. 

Judge Rogers replied for the Judges by pro- 
ducing the orders for an increase of the em- 
ployés, which had been swelled from fifty-six 
under Hoffmann to eighty-one under Mann, and 
exhibited the letters from Mr. Mann upon which 
the increase had been ordered. This was ail he 
knew about the matter, except that whenever 
extra men had been ordered it had been 
MORE FROM COURTESY THAN ANYTHING ELSE, 
and 4, deference to fhe wishes of the Sheriff, 
who was supposed to know more about the 
necessities of his office than the Judges did. 
They niight have made a mistake, he said; bu 
if they had it could be remedied. He did no 
understand., however, the orders signed by the 
Judges bad been imperative; and just here he 
gave the Commissioners a rap by intimating that 
it had remained with them to fix the pay of the 
employés, and that if they had allowed more 
pay than the circumstances required, the re- 
sponsibility could be reasonably divided. 

Judge Tuley@next put in a word to the effect 
that it was contemplated that the Sheriff should 
pay his deputies from the fees they earned, and 
that if be tound that some of them were not 
earning what they were being paid, it was bis 
duty to cut them off. 

Mr. Mattocks replied that this was the very 
trouble, and went on to explain that the Sheriff 
had failed to show what his deputies were earn- 
ing, notwithstanding he had been asked to do so 
by a resolution of the County Board. The ex- 
penses of the office for the last year, he said, 
had been about $105,000 over the receipts, and he 
could pot understand the situation. 

From tbis on the discussion was of an informal 
character. The Judges heid to the

but they thought it pussible that to have twenty 
bailiffs in the Criminal Court was giving em- 
ployment to more meu than was necessary, and 
also that it was possible to convince them that 
more deputies were on the pay-rolis of the 
county than were absolutely needed to serve the 
processes of the various courts. 

Mr. Mattocks retorted. that he was ready to 
present evidence going to show that more depu- 
ties were employed than there was any reason 
for, and with one accord the Judges agreed that 
the best thing they could do would be to hear 
the evidence proffered. 

After some further talk, in which the Sheriff 
and Mr. Mattocks vied with one anotber in their 
offers to enlighten the Judges on the subject, 
the whole guestion was taken under considera- 
tion, the understanding being that an investiga- 
tion into the matters laid before them would be 
made at an early day. How it will be made re- 
mains to be seen, but it is highly probabie, from 
the spirit of the meeting, that evidence wilt be 
taken as to whether the Sheriff has more depu- 
sies or bailiffs than he needs, and whatever the 

may be, it will be reported to 

for ite action. But before 

anything is done the Judges promise to commu- 

nicate further with the county autborities on 

the subject, and after they have determined the 

manner of accepting the evidence—which ap- 

pears to be the real problem—they will take par- 

ticular pains to give Messrs. Mattocks and Mann 

an equal chance to present their respective 
cases. >

GARNISHMENT FEES. 
JUSTICE FARNUM'’S LAW TO BE TESTED. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the Superior

The ap- 
prehensions of trouble, tight money, and mys- 
terious disasters are heard only among the 
minor men who dip into rash speculations on in- 
sufficient margins. But these are craft that 
cannot go to sea with safety in summer weather.

THEATRE INSPECTION. 


an Investigation of the North Side 
Halls and Theatres. 

The theatre inspectors turned their attention 
yesterday to the theatres and publie b@lis in 
the North Divisions Aarting in carsjages 
from the City-Hall and stopping first at 
the National on Clybourn avenue, 
near Sedgwick t The building iis a 
frame structure, with a seating capacity 
for 1,200 people. The inspectors found 
the house in first-class order with the exception 
of the galiery-supports, which were considered 
to be insufficient to sustain the strain if tilled 
with people. The managers of the place or fe 
notified to put a new cross-girder under 
gallery and to surround the gas-jets in 
house with wire guards, and also to insulate the 
steam-pipes better, and remove a quantzty of 
lumber end stage-properties stored in the space 
under the auditorium.

BOUCICAULT AND HIS CRITICS. 

How often I hearin public places some one 
speaking familiarly of public persons that they 
are not on speaking acquaintance with.

entered in Lionette: Pshaw! I told her to wear 
that star on her head instead of on her dress— 
it goes for nothing; and as late as last night she 
intended wearing her amber satin instead of 
that dark silk.”

Presently the gentieman at his breakfast laid 
down bis paper, and, to the intense delight of a 
dozen who had heard the loud-talking trio dis- 
cuss theatrical affairs, said: 

“Gentlemen, I am the person you are speak- 

ing of; it always affords me pleasure to learn in 
this manner what I am doing, where I am, and 
what lam gomg todo. It seems to save me the 
trouble of making up my mind. Ihave no idea 
what I am worth, but I presume your estimate is 
correct. As to the epidemic, I have lately been 
vaccinated, ineffectually, but I am as indifferent 
to the disease as tothe lovely young lady. It 
may be very flattering to me, but what do you 
think the young lady would think to be spoken 
of so lightly: on that account I interrupted a 
very interesting conversation that was giving 
me much useful information about myself.”

An Easy Way Out of the Costly and 
Alarming Blunder. 


“Chicago Legal News, Jan. 28. 

As our readers are aware, the Supreme Court 
bas decided that the act creating the Probate 
Court of this county is unconstitutional. If 
this decision is to stand, then a great calamity 
has fallen upon our county, and it needs no 
citation of authorities to show that all the acts 
of such a court are void. It is difficult to esti- 
mate the extent of such a calamity. All the 


inhabitants, passes through this court once in 
thirty-three years. The Probate Court having 
been organized for nearly five years, full one- 
seventh of the property, and personal, in 
—1 county, — r — to RJ se of 


this court. Those 
—— — or executor’s ale = unable to 

lor realize a ar upon r purchases. 
We beard one man who had purchased $100,000 
worth of real estate at administrator’ : — * Aye 
Last week I was worth more than n 
unincumbered real estate; today, —.— this 
decision of the Supreme Court, I could not sell 
it at any price.” Ik there is any power to pre- 
vent this calamity it should be exercised, and 
that without delay. 

The clause ot the Constitution under which 
the Probate Court is organized provides that 

the General Assembly may provide for the es- 
tablishment of a Probate Court in each county 
—— 11 < over 50,000.“ The Legis- 
lature i act creating a Probate Courtin 
1877 provided that there should be a Probate 
Court in “each county in the State ha . 
population of 100,000." That this clause in 
Constitution may be construed to either X 
or defeat the Probate act we have no doubt, and 
we are pot prepared to say the construction 
placed upon it by the Supreme Court, as an 
original proposition, would pot be the best one, 
but we do insist that, at this 7 day, after the 
bench and bar bave for more than 
four years, the validity o the Probate Court 
without a question, and the Supreme Court itself 
bas in repeated cases before it recognized the 
validity of this court, it should construe this 
—— so as to sustain the existence of the 


* 10 the — of the Supreme Court to take ju- 
dicial notice of the courts of record of the State 
when their acts are calied in question before it. 
Injthe case of Haines vs. The People, 97 III., 162, a 
writ of error war sued out of the Supreme Court 
to the Probate Court of n Couey. the Hon. 
Joshua C. Knickerbocker, J., presiding, and the 
court sustained the writ, and heid that a writ of 
error lies from that court to review the decision 
and acnon of the Probate Court of Cook County, 
and that before the Probate Court is warranted 
in making a commitment in any case, under the 
provision of the section of the statute in ques- 
tion, it must a „ among other things, 

the administrator bas failed or refused to pay 
over the moneys in bis bands to the person or 
persons entitied thereto, in pursuance of the 
order of the court, ete. The opinion of the 
court conciudes; The ju nt of the Probate 
Court is reversed.andjplaintiff iu error discharged 
from further imprisonment.” 

It does not seem possible that the court of last 
resort in this State has been engaged in review- 
ing and reversing the Judgments of a court that 
never had any legal existence, and too, 
when it was “ite duty to know whether it was a 
court or not. 

Sedgewick, in his excelient work on Statutory 
and Constitutional Law, second edition, page 
412, says: The uniform construction ore o 
a provision of the Constitumon by the Legis- 
lature, with the silent acquiescence of the peo- 
— including the legal prof mn and the ju- 

iclary, and the injurious results which would 
— from a contrary interpretation, are prop- 
er elements of a legal judgment on the su 
ject.” 

Test this case by tho rule here laid down and 
sanctioned by the authorities, and the Supreme 
Court not only bas the power to reverse this 
judgment so far as it relates to the Probate 
Court., but it is absolutely its duty to exercise it. 

The Legislature not only created the Probate 
Court, but in more than six different acts rec- 
ognizes its existence. Every Judge on the 
bench in Cook County for more than four years 
bas recognized it as a legal tribunal. The 1.200 
lawyers of Chi have, with one accord, con- 
curred in this opinion and recognition. The Su- 

reme Court itself. as its reports bear evidence, 

as in many cases recognized it as a legally con- 
stituted tribunal. Over thirty millions of prop- 
— have passed under its order and decrees, 
yet the Supreme Court, in an unguarded 
moment, by a single breath, without hearing 
any oue in its defense, wipes the court out of 
existence, closes its doors, arrests its Judge in 
the midst of bis judicial career, and causes con- 
stervation and dismay among those who have 
innocently purch millions of property un- 
der its decrees. 

The acts of the Legislature, the bench and the 
bar for so many years, show more conclusively 
* we can in this articte that the Constitution 

744 be construed to sustain the validi- 

— 0 Court. 
The Judges — our Supreme Court are not only 
able lawyers and Jud but they are all hon- 
est, sensible men, and would not intentionally 
do any wrong. The matter is of such importance 
that they should not wait for the next term. but 
meet at some point in conference, without delay, 
and if they should be of the opinion, as we have 
no doubt they will, that the Probate Court has 
— constitutionally created, it will not be nec- 
to grant a rebearing or reverse their for- 
mer ee in the case, but simply to modify 
former opinion by leaving that portion out 
— relates to the unconstiiutionalitly of the act 
creating the Probate Court, and eule it. This may 
be — in vacation as well as term time. There 
would be no —— ogy £ in a matter involving 
such important public interests, for Chief-Jus- 
tice Craig to request his brother Judges to meet 
him in conference. Such a modification of the 
opinion would allay public excitement, restore 
confidence, and aliow the Probate Court to pro- 

ceed with its business.

TIRED OF LIFE. 


The Sad Story ot Edward Gabler, the 
Draughtsman and Portrait Painter, 
Who Committed Suicide at the Alexian 
Brothers’ Hospital. ** 

The suicide of Edward Gabler at the Alexian 
Brothers’ Hospital Friday night, the facts re- 
garding which were given in yesterday's Tris- 
UNB, presents a peculiarly sad case. Gabler 
came of a first-ctass family, and within the past 
few years has been battling against a fate which 
finally seemed to overpower bim. Gen. Liob, 
who knew him well, says that he was an artist of 
no mean merit, and a first-class draughtsman. 
He was a Socialist in his views, and, to that.ex- 
tent, made bimeeif “9 yey wite some people 
in whose power it lay to help him. He traveled 
to Virginia some eight years ago, but, the eli 
mate not agreei with his wife, he came back 
with bis family to cago. During the War he was 
draughtsman at Fortress Monroe, and in that 
capacity gave valuable services to the National 
Government. Some seven years ago his wife 
died and left bim with five children to care for, 
four of whom were giris. One of the giris, now 
9 years oid, is deaf and dumb. This added to 
his sorrow and despondency, and was an ex- 
ceedingly bitter thoughtto him. He struggied 
for these many years, earning as best he could 
N 2 for his family, getting here and there a 
job of portrait-painting or draughting to do. 
About a mouth ago, to add to his mis- 
fortunes, be sprained his ankle so badly 
that he was unabie to walk. His resources 
soon gave out, and there was nothing left to 
live ou. Everything portable in the house was 
pawned to give him and his family bread to eat 
and money to buy medieines and y doctor’s 
bills. The boy. 15 years old, work for Cragin 
& Co. at $3 per week. This mere pittance now 
became the mainstay of their existence. Gen. 
Lieb gave sheiter to two of. his daughters, and 
some ten days ago he sent a note to the County 
Ageut by Mr. Merritt, requesting bim to send a 
bait a ton of ovaj to the starving family. That 
coul wis never sent. It would only have been 
humane to dave done 40. Mrs. Lieb wrote a 
letterto Dr. Biuthardt, asking him what could 
be done for the poor deaf and dumb child.

997. in reply, told her to look to the
